DOUBLE-BREASTED  DINNER 

JACKETS  ARE  THE  FASHION 

The  editor  of  this  column  has  just  re- 
turned from  Europe  where  he  finds  that 
the  double-breasted  dinner  jacket  is 
holding  full  sway  both  in  England  and 
on  the  Continent.  Every  man  in  Europe 
seems  to  have  accepted  this  fashion  un- 
questionably and  for  country  house 
parties,  casinos,  and  restaurants  there  is 
nothing  else  worn.  It  may  be  that  the 
double-breasted  dinner  jacket  is  consid- 
ered more  comfortable  than  the  single- 
breasted  because  it  can  be  worn  without 
a waistcoat,  but  in  any  case,  it  has  been 
adopted  by  all.  The  London  tailors  al- 
ways face  the  lapels  of  a dress  coat  or

THE  SMART  EVENING  TIE  AND 
WAISTCOAT 

The  smart  cut  of  waistcoat  for  both 
dinner  jacket  and  a dress  coat  is  that  il- 
lustrated above  which  has  a V-shaped 
opening  and  moderately  long  points. 
Such  a waistcoat  should  always  be  made 
of  striped  or  honeycombed  piquet.  When 
properly  worn  it  should  be  well  pulled 
in  at  the  waist  by  adjusting  the  strap  at 
the  back.
